Summer  is  the  peak  season  for 
reviewing,  checking  and  approv- 
ing theses  for  style  and  format 
before  they  are  referred  to  the 
advisory  committee  for  approval 
of  actual  content. 

Janet  Dean  and  Julia  Cher- 
rington,  dissertation  secretaries, 
welcome  a constant  stream  of 
traffic  every  day  from  8 a.m.  to 
5 p.m.  Graduate  candidates  bring 
their  papers  to  the  secretaries 
for  their  expert  assistance  in 
screening  them  for  proper  for- 
mat, adequate  margins,  footnote 
style  and  placement  of  charts  and 
tables.  Miss  Dean  and  Mrs.  Cher- 
rington  scan  from  5 to  15  theses 
a day  during  this  particular  time 
of  year. 

The  two  secretaries  perform 
an  important  step  in  the  final 
phase  of  preparation  of  the  paper 
for  the  thesis  advisory  commit- 
tee’s ultimate  approval  and  ac- 
ceptance by  the  Graduate  Dean. 

There  does  not  seem  to  be 
any  immediate  relief  in  sight  in 
the  future  for  the  eagle-eyed  sec- 
retaries. The  number  of  theses 
and  dissertations  is  increasing 
every  year.  A 20  per  cent  in- 
crease in  graduate  students  is 
anticipated  next  year,  according 
to  Dean  Lloyd. 

Final  approval  of  the  theses  by 
the  advisory  committee  does  not 
mean  the  end  of  the  secretaries 
tasks.  They  lend  some  assistance 
in  checking  the  abstracts  of  each 
theses  to  be  included  in  a per- 
iodic publication  issued  through 
the  Deans  office.

Utah  Republicans  Tuesday 
night  named  Ernest  L.  Wilkin- 
son, to  oppose  Democratic  Sen. 
Frank  E.  Moss  in  November’s 
U.S.  Senate  race. 

Voters  in  the  state’s  first  late- 
summer  primary  also  set  up  a 
November  battle  for  the  guber- 
natorial position  betw'een  Repub- 
lican Mitchell  Melich  and  Dem- 
ocrat Calvin  L.  Rampton. 

Dr.  Wilkinson,  former  Brigham. 
Young  University  president,  won 
the  GOP  senate  nomination  by  a 
scant  margin  of  1.3  per  cent 
over  second  District  Congress- 
man Sherman  P.  Lloyd  in  one 
of  the  toughest  battles  of  the 
night. 

There  was  one  man  in  Utah  w'ho 
was  sadder  than  any  of  the  losers 
in  the  primarj.'  though.  The  man’s 
name  is  Sam  Moll  and  he’s  a 
KCPX  personality. 

He’d  just  interviewed  Demo- 
cratic congressional  hopeful  Da- 
vid S.  King  when  he  turned  to 
greet  GOP  Senate  candidate  Ern- 
est L.  Wilkinson. 

“Our  next  guest,”  said  Sam, 
“is  Dr.  Ernest  L.  King.” 

When  he  realized  he  had  goof- 
ed, he  said: 

“Please  gentlemen,  don’t  both 
of  you  hit  me  at  the  same  time.” 

Dr.  Wilkinson,  can  be  sure  of 
getting  at  least  one  more  vote  in 
the  final  election.  Douglas  Wilk- 
inson, his  20  year  old  son  will 
reach  voting  age  Sept.  27. 

Commenting  on  his  victory 
Ph’es.  Wilkinson  said: 

“Let  me  thank  John  Bernhard 
who  has  been  in  charge  of  my 
campaign,  the  members  of  com- 
mittees of  Volunteers  for  Wilk- 
inson and  Citizens  for  Wilkinson, 
the  29  county  chairmen  and  hund- 
reds of  volunteer  workers  who 
are  responsible  more  than  I for 
this  vote. 

“I  am  deeply  grateful  for  the 
confidence  the  Utah  voters  have 
shown  in  me.  However,  I don’t 
construe  this  as  a personal  vic- 
tory, nor  as  cause  for  any  per- 
son elation.” 

“Rather  I humbly  accept  it  as 
a command  and  a challenge  to 
work  hard  for  the  triumph  of  a 
respectable  and  responsible  gov- 
ernment -in  November.”

In  a brief  report  about  the  BYU 
Folk  Dances  given  by  Dr.  Wal- 
ther  B.  UTlman,  Editor  of  the 
“Neusidelersee-Zeitung,”  Burgen- 
land,  Austria,  he  said  the  people 
of  Burgenland,  Austria  were  de- 
lighted with  the  short  stay  of  the 
dancers. 

IT  WAS  not  only  the  routine 
and  exactitude  of  the  perfor- 
mance wliich  impressed  the  on- 
lookers, but  the  vitality  and  live- 
liness ‘of  the  dancers  and  their 
“sweeping  along  gaiety.”  For 
the  people  of  the  small  provin- 
cial town  of  Bernstein,  the  A- 
merican  Square  Dances  were  un- 
konwn.  The  Berstein  people  ac- 
knowledged their  showy  variety 
and  vivacity  when  making  com- 
parions:  “In  the  face  of  the 
American  dances  ours  seem  to  be 
drowsy.” 

THE  AUSTRIANS  observed 
the  Americans  in  private  too.  "It 
was  much  culture  in  the  girl’s 
and  girl’s  and  boy’s  behavior. 
Very  good  manners.  No  loud 
talk.  In  a few  words — a pleasant 
company.” 

When  it  came  time  for  the 
Provo  dancers  to  leave  after 
their  few  hours  stay,  the  Bern- 
stein people  were  on  the  spot. 
Everybody  wanted  “to  see  the 
Americans  off.” 

IN  THE  words  of  Editor  UIl- 
man:  “Certainly,  it  was  the  same 
notion  that  ruled  everybody  in 
this  moment:  Friends  we  have

never  talked  to  now  have  gone. 
For  they  were  human  beings  who 
have  allowed  us  to  take  a brief 
but  unveiled  glimpse  from  their 
soul  and  their  character.  Gone 
probably  forever,  for  we  shall 
scarcely  see  them  again.  But 
they  have  left  something  behind: 
The  memorj'  of  good  men  and  a 
remembrance  in  the  minds  of  a 
number  of  Burgenland  people 
who  shall  ever  think  back  to 
this  meeting  with  a good  feeling. 
‘We  have  met  Americans  once. 
They  must  be  awfully  good 
guys!’  ”
